Statistics  indicate  that  67,000  commit¬ 
ment  cards  to  pray  everyday  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  were  distributed,  along  with 
52,048  praye  pine  and  10,000  car  decals.

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Church  continuing  to  challenge  Chinese  authorities

BEIJING  (BP; — As  members 
of  Shouwang  Church  continue 
to  stand  against  Beijing  police 
and  the  Chinese  government, 
members  of  other  churches  are 
showing  solidarity  with  the  ille¬ 
gal  congregation  to  the  point  of 
getting  arrested,  too. 

At  least  20  Christians  were 
arrested  on  June  5  during 
Shouwang  Church's  ninth 
straight  week  of  defying  die 
government  by  attempting  to 
worship  outdoors  in  a  Beijing 
public  square.  Eighteen  of  the 
Christians  were  Shouwang 
members  and  two  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  other  churches, 
although  one  of  the  members  of 
the  other  churches  apparently 
was  arrested  by  mistake  as  he 
walked  past  the  site. 

Sixteen  of  the  Christians 
were  released  by  midnight  and 
the  other  four  released  at  noon 
the  next  day.  The  congregation 
is  trying  to  meet  outdoors 
because  the  government  pres¬ 
sured  the  Christians  out  of  their 
indoor  facility. 

It  is  not  the  first  week  that 
members  of  other  churches 
have  supported  Shouwang’s 
bold  stance  that  has  seen  hun¬ 
dreds  of  Shouwang  members 
arrested.  Members  of  other 
churches  have  appeared  at 
the  site  in  recent  weeks.  The 
a  nests  begin  before  the  ser¬ 
vice  even  starts. 

Many  more  Shouwang 
members  likely  would  have 
been  arrested  Sunday  had 
police  not  placed  most  of  the 
members  under  house  arrest 
since  Friday,  preventing  them 
from  even  leaving  their  nouse.

Shouwang  Church's  stance 
has  served  to  inspire  Christians 
worldwide.  "We  want  to  thank 
our  Lord  once  again  for  bring¬ 
ing  peace  to  so  many  brothers 
and  sisters  of  ours  in  the  past 
week  while  the  police  made 
endless  calls,  knocked  on  their 
doors,  talked  with  them  and 
took  them  away,"  Shouwang 
Church  said  in  a  statement 
posted  at  ChinaAid.org. 


"He  let  us  experience  and 
testify  about  the  heavenly 
peace  and  joy  that  He  bestows 
us  in  this  period  full  of  tension 
and  devoid  of  peace." 

Shouwang  is  not  a  legal, 
registered  church.  In  China, 
only  churches  registered  with 
the  government  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Three-Self  Patriotic 
Movement  are  considered 
legal.  Registration  brings 
heavy  restrictions  including 
prohibitions  on  evangelism, 
Sunday  School,  and  the  bap¬ 
tizing  of  children  and  teens, 
said  Bob  Fu,  president  and 
founder  of  ChmaAid,  which 


has  been  covering  Shouwang 
Church's  struggle. 

In  its  statement,  the  church 
said  it  will  continue  to  try  and 
meet  as  long  as  God  leads 
them.  Though  we  often  beg 
God  in  our  prayers  to  open  up 
a  road  for  us  as  soon  as  possible 
so  that  we  can  worship  togeth¬ 
er  at  an  indoor  site,  in  awe  we 
give  the  road  ahead  into  the 
hand  of  God,"  the  church  said. 

"It  is  our  belief  that  if  He 
wants  us  to  run  further  dis¬ 
tances  in  this  race  than  what  we 
have  predicted.  He  must  have  a 
beautiful  intention  in  this  and

Egypt  offers  security ;  Algeria  closes  churches ,  Vietnam  sentences  pastor

stepped  up  security  outside 
worship  centers  after  15  people 
were  killed  in  religious  violence 
in  early  May.  An  estimated  190 
people  were  arrested  and  are 
expected  to  stand  trial  in  mili¬ 
tary  courts  after  two  churches 
were  set  on  fire  by  Salafi 
Muslims,  according  to  a  report 
by  Christianity  Today. 

A  spokesman  for  me  govern¬ 
ment's  justice  committee  said 
authorities  would  "decisively 
stand  against  incitement  to 
hatred  and  sectarianism,"  the 
news  service  reported. 
Demonstrations  outside  places 
of  worship  and  religious  politi¬ 
cal  slogans  were  banned  prior 
to  parliamentary  elections  set 
for  September,  die  first  since 
President  Hosni  Mubarak  was 
ousted  on  Jan.  25. 

A  Coptic  Christian  leader 
said  authorities  had  been  slow 


to  act  when  the  violence  broke 
out  in  Imbaba,  a  western  sub¬ 
urb  of  Cairo.  Antonios  Aziz 
Mina,  a  bishop  in  Giza,  said: 
"The  police  need  to  say  clearly 
to  those  who  have  done  this: 
"You  cannot  do  this.  It  is  not 
allowed.'  Without  action  from 
the  police  and  army,  it  will  be 
chaos,  complete  anarchy," 
according  to  the  news  report. 
"We  cannot  make  peace  and 
reconciliation  without  first 
bringing  people  to  justice. 
Otherwise,  the  reconciliation  is 
just  theatre  and  die  problems 
will  remain." 

A  Coptic  human  rights 
activist,  Wagih  Yacoub,  said 
Egypt's  Muslim  Brotherhood 
organization  and  militant  Salafi 
Muslims  are  allied  to  "empty 
Egypt  of  Christians  and  make  it 
an  Islamic  state,"  the  report 
said.  "Lots  of  Egyptian  people, 
including  moderate  Muslims, 
are  worried.  If  Egypt  becomes 


an  Islamic  state,  it  may  mean 
dvil  war." 

Islamic  militants  were  taking 
advantage  of  newfound  free¬ 
doms  by  "imposing  a  radical 
agenda  and  attacking  anything 
they  view  contrary  to  Islamic 
doctrine,"  said  Aidan  day,  a 
spokesman  for  the  International 
Christian  Concern  human 
rights  organization.  They  are 
becoming  bolder  because  the 
law  is  not  being  applied  and 
criminals  are  notbeing  brought 
to  justice.''

Lottie  Moon  Offering  tops  $145M;  misses  national  goal 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  — 
Doubts  about  the  strength  of 
America's  economic  recovery 
and  rumors  of  a  double-dip 
recession  didn't  stop  Southern 
Baptists  from  giving 
$145,662,925  in  2010  to  tell  the 
world  about  Jesus  Christ 
through  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for 
International  Missions. 

The  offering  supports  the 
nearly  5,000  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  serving  around 
the  world  through  the 
International  Mission  Board 
(IMB)  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  providing  hous¬ 
ing,  salaries,  medical  care,  and 
children's  education.  The  cost 
averages  $46,700  annually  per 
individual  missionary. 

In  2009,  that  support 
enabled  missionaries  and 
their  national  partners  to  bap¬ 
tize  more  than  360,000  people 
and  start  more  than  29,(J00 
churches. 

IMB  President  Tom  EHiff 
and  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  (WMU)  Executive 
Director/  Treasurer  Wanda  Lee 
both  expressed  deep  gratitude 
for  Southern  Baptists'  invest¬ 
ment  in  international  missions 
and  faithfulness  to  fulfill  the 
Great  Commission. 

"In  the  midst  of  continuing 
economic  challenges...  this 
offering  total  gives  evidence 
that  Southern  Baptists 
remained  focused  on  mis¬ 
sions,"  Lee  said.  "We  are  grate¬ 
ful  for  every*church  and  every 


WMU  leader  that  kept  mis¬ 
sions  before  their  congrega¬ 
tion  with  a  challenge  to  give 
sacrificiaUy  so  all  the  world 
may  know  of  our  Savior's 
great  love." 

The  2010  offering  is  three 
million  dollars  less  than  the 
$148.9  million  Southern 
Baptists  gave  in  2009,  a  Z2% 
decrease,  and  $8.3  million  less 
than  IMB  needs  to  meet  its 
2011  operating  budget. 
Offering  receipts  also  fell  well 
below  the  national  goal  of 
$175  million. 

Elliff  said  the  "deficit  is  a 
matter  of  concern,  but  the 
issue  is  ultimately  spiritual, 

not  Bscal." 

"Every  offering  is  a  picture 


of  our  heart,  and  it  illustrates 
whether  we  have  faith  in  God. 
That's  what  stewardship  is  all 
about,"  Elliff  said.  "When  we 
give  generously,  not  only  do 
we  accomplish  more  on  the 
field,  but  more  is  accom¬ 
plished  in  our  own  heart 
because  we’re  expressing  our 
trust  in  Christ. 

"God  is  calling  Southern 
Baptists  to  a  spiritual  awaken¬ 
ing,  an  awakening  of  our  faith 
without  which  it  is  impossible 
to  please  Him." 

Now,  more  than  ever 
before,  Elliff  said,  it  is  critical 
to  press  forward  with  taking 
the  Gospel  to  those  who 
haven't  heard. 

"Never  has  the  cry  of  the 
lost  been  more  desperate  and 
the  opportunity  for  sharing 
the  Gospel  been  greater,"  he 
said.  "The  fact  that  there 
remain  3,800  people  groups 
that  are  not  engaged  with  tne 
Gospel  coupled  with  the  fact 
that,  barring  an  awakening  of 
our  faith,  1.7  billion  people 
will  die  without  hearing  the 
name  of  Jesus,  should  be  total¬ 
ly  unacceptable  to  those  of  us 
who  call  ourselves  by  Christ's 
name.  We  will  not  evangelize 
the  world  by  simply  falling 
out  of  bed  tomorrow  morning 
and  going  about  our  business 
as  usual.  We  must  awaken  to 
the  trumpet  call  of  faith."

Israel  in  a  way  that  we  have  not 
seen  evet  I  think,  in  the  history  of 
this  country,  certainly  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Israel,"  said  Frank  Gaffney 
during  the  panel  discussion. 
Gaffney  is  president  of  tlw  Center

Gaffney  told  the  audience, 
"When  I  mink  of  this  as  as  dan¬ 
gerous  a  time  as  has  happened  in 
my  lifetime  for  Israel,  that's  really 
saying  something,  isn't  it?  After 
all,  Israel's  enemies,  which  are 
many,  have  been  trying  to  drive 
the  Jews  into  the  sea  for  genera¬ 
tions.  I  fear  that  they  are  closer  to 
accomplishing  this  than  ever.” 

Gaffney  pointed  to  the 
advance  of  the  Muslim 
Brotherhood  in  Egypt  and  pos¬ 
sibly  other  countries,  with  the 
group's  goal  of  forcing  Shariah 
law  upon  both  Muslims  and 
non-Muslims,  and  the  increas¬ 
ing  likelihood  of  a  nuclear  Iran 
as  threats  to  Israel. 

Land  told  those  in  the  confer¬ 
ence's  general  session  he  had  "a 
word  of  encouragement  for  our 
friends  in  Israel  who  must  be 
feeling  a  little  abandoned  and  a 
little  abused  and  a  little  used 
right  now. 

"My  dear  friends,  help  is 
on  the  way.  With  absolute 
confidence  I  can  tell  you  that 
social  conservatives  in  this 
country  are  with  one  voice 
saying,  'Israel  today,  Israel 
tomorrow,  and  Israel  forever.

Citing  Genesis  12  and  17  in 
the  Bible,  Land  said  in  the  gener¬ 
al  sessic  God  has  an  "everlast¬ 
ing  covers  •"  with  the  Jewish 
people  and  i  as  promised  to 
bless  those  who  bless  the  Jews 
and  curse  those  who  curse  them. 

Land  supports  Israel 
because  it  shares  the  "same 
foundational  heritage"  as  the 
United  States  and  is  this  coun¬ 
try's  "only  solid,  complete  ally 
in  the  Middle  East." 

"I  also  believe  that  we  must 
bless  America  because  Pm  an 
American  and  I  love  America, 
and  1  want  God  to  bless 
America,  and  God  blesses  us 
when  we  obey  Him  and  He 
doesn't  bless  us  when  we  dis¬ 
obey  Him,"  he  said.  "He  has 
made  it  very  dear  that  Israel  has 
an  ally  far  more  powerful  than 
the  United  States  of  America. 
He's  called  die  Lion  of  Judah. 

"If  we  want  God  to  bless 
America,  then  we  have  to 
bless  the  Jews." 


Land  believes  "one  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  that  God  has  continued  to 
bless  the  United  States  of 
America  in  the  last  half  of  die 
20th  Century  in  spite  of  our 
profligacy  and  our  neo-pagan 
conduct  in  many  areas  is  because 
we  have  been  the  least  anti- 
Semitic  country  in  the  West" 

To  be  pro-Israel  is  not  to  be 
anti-Arab,  since  God  pro¬ 
nounced  a  blessing  in  Scripture 
on  Ishmael  and  His  descen¬ 
dants,  Land  said. 

In  a  June  3  panel  discussion 
on  anti-Christian  bigotry.  Land 
said  Christians  should  respond 
to  those  expressing  such  preju¬ 
dice  by  not  letting  them  "cow 
you  or  intimidate  you,  and  you 
confront  bigotry  and  prejudice 
wherever  you  see  it  as  kindly  as 
possible  and  with  humor  wnen 
possible,  but  you  confront  it." 

The  two-day  conference 
attracted  numerous  social  conser¬ 
vative  leaders,  as  well  as  several 
announced  or  possible  Repub¬ 
lican  presidential  candidates 
including  Michele  Bachmann, 
Herman  Cain,  Jon  Huntsman, 
Ron  Paul  Tim  Pawlenty,  Mitt 
Romney,  and  Rick  Santorum.
